Joseph (481x10*8 Saving of Comrado 
Washed Overboard Proof That 
Courage In Navy lo Not Con­ 
fined to the* Fighter*. 


Many brave things have been done 
by the men of tiptoe hard-driven Amer­ 
ican ships, and on* of them stands out 
superbly, writes Ralph D. Paine in the 
Saturday Evening Post. It wee the 
rescue of a man overboard in the 
midst of a storm. 
This vessel was 
caught out in It while on convoy duty 
and her survival was little short of a 
miracle. The French marine* called 
It (fie worst blow the Bay of Biscay 
had seen in eight years. Its violence 
was that of a hurricane, with a wind 
velocity approaching a hundred mile* 
sn hour, such a storm as would have 
sorely pounded and damaged a great 
Atlantic liner. 
The ship was more or less knocked 
Into kindling wood, both masts broken 
off and rolled out Pf her, all three boats 
smashed and carried away, decks gut­ 
ted, life rails splintered, compartments 
flooded. The ship was rotting 55 de­ 
grees, or almost fiat on her side, and 
when she plunged, more than half the 
length of her keel was in the air. In 
the midst of It the st earing gear jam­ 
med and the ship was Hkely to broach 
to and founder unless It could be clear­ 
ed. The chief quartermaster, E. H. 
Robertson, volunteered for the Job 
and was presently washed overboard, 
carried off to leeward on the back of 
a roaring sea. 
There was not one chance In a mil­ 
lion of saving him. He was Os good as 
dead, and vanished. The ship was run­ 
ning before the storm and a quarter 
of an hour passed before she could bo 
brought to, a very dangerous maneu­ 
ver, which again swept her clean. The 
quartermaster had not gone down, but 
was visible on the lee bow, swimming 
with the courage of a man who re­ 
fuse* to surrender to the inevitable, 
i Lines were thrown to him, but he who 
unable to reach them.

Whatever fate awaits our soldiers 
who fall prisoners to the Germans; 
whatever hardships and tortures Karls* 
robe or the mines of Hhelnhnusen and 
Bwald have In store for them, a fact 
with which Fritz may well console 
himself .Is the comparative considera­ 
tion with which the American army 
will treat him when he greets us with 
a “knmenid," 
While the American scheme for han­ 
dling prisoners of war Is still In the 
embryo, It may be sold to he one of 
the hest that has yet been devised. For 
months, American army men have been 
visiting Immense prison colonies In 
Great Britain and throughout France. 
They studied the systems in use In 
both countries, and while they have 
found no pronounced defects lit the 
British system It Is undoubtedly the 
French plan which they will follow 
closest In preparing the American 
camps. This, It Is explained. Is quite 
natural, as the American government 
will In* dependent on the French for 
location of the collecting stations, dis­ 
tributing centers and the final quarters 
for the barracks. 
The French have 
three large collecting stations In the 
Interior. 
It la more than likely that 
the American forces will he alloted 
one of these stations for its war pris­ 
oners until our own ure completed and 
ready for use. 
A Qraat Experiment 
The handling of military prisoners 
In France has been a gigantic experi­ 
ment In sociology. For the past Hires* 
years the French government has been 
conducting prison camps according to 
the newest formulae of group alimen­ 
tation ; It treats Its prisoners somewhat 
after the manner of refugees, a popu­ 
lation made homeless and hungry by 
nome disaster. This baa been repeated 
over and over again by every one who 
baa come to France since the out­ 
break of the war. 
But It cannot be 
said too often. I have seen during the 
early days of the war huge concentra­ 
tion camps of homeless Belgians on 
the Dutch border. Aa the war pro­ 
gressed I made visits to neutral Intern­ 
ment camps and saw the living condi­ 
tions of Russian, Austrian and Ger­ 
man soldiers. From what I have seen 
of French military prison methods I 
can say that In humaneness of treat­ 
ment. the good quality of food and the 
liberty of movement allowed both of­ 
ficers and men no other nation, bellig­ 
erent or neutral, which has cgjred for 


great masses of people during this war 
has equalled the generosity of France. 
“We Americana have had a great 
deal of experience In sociology—more, 
perhaps, than any other nation In the 
world. 
We should find It Interesting 
work, applying our vast knowledge and 
experience to a new and unique phase 
of social science,** sold a high army of­ 
ficial who has made a thorough study 
of prison camp methods In Europe. 
He spoke of the handling of war pris­ 
oners aa being a real humane problem, 
and while emphasising that a war pris­ 
oners' camp was not a picnic ground 
or a health resort, It was at the same 
time not a black hole for the breeding 
of diseases and the starving and tor­ 
turing of human beings, as seemed to 
be the Prussian Idea. 
I asked him 
whether he thought reprisals to be a 
satisfactory means of insuring better 
treatment for prisoners in Germany, 
and he answered quickly that Ameri­ 
ca would not and cannot enter Into 
competition with mediaeval tryannism. 
Germans Barbarous. 
“French captives In Germany have 
endured tremendous suffering, have 
died of tuberculosis and skin diseases 
and of Just plain starvation; the world 
knows and will king remember the 
story of that martyrdom. Tot despite 
such Intolerable sufferings of Its men 
and the bitter Insults Itnd offensive 
treatment 
with 
which 
they 
were 
coupled, the French govemmept policy 
has not been one of reprisal or Imita­ 
tion of German method. 
German 
pamphleteers were busy several months 
ago Informing the neutrals and their 
own populations of the terrible hard­ 
ships of German and Austrian prison­ 
ers in France and Great Britain. 
Switzerland sent Investigators and ob­ 
servers to the French camps and they 
came home, not merely with reports of 
their observations but filled with en­ 
thusiasm for the system of treatment, 
the food, sanitary sleeping and living 
quarters, hours of labor and opportuni­ 
ties for recreation. The men who have 
found shelter in Trench camps are J 
quite contented. Aside from the opin­ 
ion of the neutral observers, the tea- 1 
ttmony of the prisoners themselves ta 
the beat refutation of Germany’s alle­ 
gation*. 
Ko prisoner bas yet been j 
found who complained. 
“The American prison camps, com­ 
bining ss they will the best of the Brit­ 
ish and French systems, are expected 
to he a p e a t object lesson to the en­ 
emy In the human treatment of prison- ' 
era of war. As In the French camps, tho 
bread ration will be un ample one, con­ 
siderably higher than that of th e beat

Those precincts frequented 
by the American expeditionary force 
are always policed by the provosts

vost marshal's men are the United 
Slates marines, always acknowledged 
as the finest army A Ad pavy ‘cops’ in 
the world. 
Wherever to ited States 
uniformed men are found in forge num­ 
ber, wherever American property In 
warehouses and on the waterfront* in 
France Is collected and made ready 
for shipment to tho front lines, tho 
provost marshal has bls nun on tho 
job. 
Should tho work 
caring for 
and handling German prisoners becom e 
too large lo scope for the provost mar- 
sbal-general's department It is prob­ 
able that a separate organization will 
be appointed to take It over and oper­ 
ate the camps, aa is done in the othfr 
armies.**
